Mexico City, Aug.. 26—John

He jis accompanied by 
Louls D. Antin, an attache of the 
American embassy, 

The understanding here Is that 
from Vera Cruz Mr. Lind will 
continue higyjourney to Washing-. 
ton. 


Appeal From Huerta. 

Bulletin—Washington, Aug. 26.—At 
{0 o'clock this morning an official 
message was received from the Huerta 
government asking President Wilson to 
ilelay his message to congress for an- 
other 24 hours, It was taken under 
consideration at a conference between 
the president and Secretary Bryan, 

President Wilson has postponed un- 
til Wednesday delivery of his special 
message to congress on the Mexican 
situation. His action was taken at the 
request of Senor Gamboa, minister of 
foreign affairs, 

It is officially stated that in no case 
will the United States withdraw from 
the basic principles of its position, para- 
mount among which fs a consistent re- 
fusal to recognize Huerta, 

The request of Senor Gamboa, for 
Huerta, was based upon — supplemen-- 
tary suggestions by John. Lind, Presi- 
dent Wilson’s personal representative 
and advisor’ to “the American embassy 
iu Mexico City. 

Eleventh Hour eDveloopments. 

The eleventh hour developments in 
the Mexican situation today indicated 
that the Huerta government, after all, 
might withdraw or modify its rejection 
of the proposals of the United States, 

Official announcement was made of 
the original proposals made to Huerta 
by Mr. Lind. They were: : 

1—Cessation of hostilities and a de- 
finite armistice, 

2—An early and free election. 

3—Huerta to bind himself not to be 
o candidate, 

i—Agreement by all-parties to abide 
by the results of the election. 

Upon the proposals, the Huerta gov- 
ernment at the last moment asked 
further time for consideration and up- 
on certain supplementary suggestions 
by Mr, Lind, the nature of which is 
nol being divulged here, the request 
for a postponement was made. 

While-house officials positively stat- 
ed that Mr, Lind had not been vecalled 
from Mexico City and added that if he 
had left for Vera Cruz it would be for 
a short visil only. We is expected to 
return to Mexico City to continue the 
hegoliations, 


Preparations Called Off. 

Preparations at the capitol hurriedly 
made for a joint session of the house 
and senate was called off. 

President Wilson's message, a docu- 
ment of about 4,000 words, was locked 
up in the White House vauits, awaiting 
the next developments, 

It is generally understood that the 
message Is very kind in tone towards 
Mexico, outlines the American govern- 
ment's position, expresses generous 
friendship for the Mexican people and 
detines the plans for the institution of 
an election and the elimination of 
Huerta, > 

Some of the message is based upon

MADE IN QRCUN 
OF GREAT BRIAN 


Four Hundred Ninety-five Miles 
in Five Hundred Fifty- 
elght Minutes, 


SUPERIOR TO ALL THE 
OTHER RECORDS AT SEA 


His Average Time Was More 
Than Fifty-three Miles an 
Hour—British Engine Be- 
haves Splendidly all Through 


London, Aug. 26.—four hundred 
and ninety-five miles in 558 minutes, 
This brilliant flight, far surpassing all 
previous sea flights in this or any other 
country, was achieved yesterday by H, 
G, Hawker in the second attempt to 
win ‘The Daily Mail’? prize of $25,000 
for the 1,600 mile circuit of Great 
Britain in an all-British water plaine 
within 72 hours. 

Hawker. left Southampton at 


20 miles south of Berwick-on-Tweed at 
7:10 p.m. He made earller descents at 
Rainsgate, Yarmouth, Scarborough and 
Seaham harbor. A 

Although his actual flying time was 
658 minutes he has, according to the 
rules of the contest, taken 623 > min- 
ules flying time, This is owing to the 
descent near Seaham Harbor for water 
for his engine, Seaham not being one 
of the royal aero club controls. 

Hawker's British engine behaved 
splendidly throughout the flight, the 
main object of which is to encourage 
the development of British engines for 
airflight.

He noted also that 
the imported trees did not look nearly 
as robust and healthy as the home 
grown ones, 

During the course of the afternoon 
a visit was made to the Government 
House where Mr. Urquhart pointed out 
some of the excellent results that he 
has obtained in the planting of trees 
around the grounds.

High Water Mark Reached Ac- 
cording to Statement of 
Customs Department. 


HEALTHY INCREASE IN 
THE EXPORTS IS SHOWN 


At the Present Rate of Prog- 
ress the Business for Fiscal 
Year Will Much Exceed that 


Ottawa, Aug. 26—Canadian trade 
has reached the high-water mark, ac- 
cording to a-statement issued by the 
department of customs yesterday, 
showing that for July the total Cana- 
dian trade was $100.357,000 compared 
With $91,423,000 for July, 1912. 

For the first four months of the pre- 
sent flscal year ending July 34st, the 
total Canadian trade amounted to 
3358,488,000, compared with $328,- 
635,000 for the corresponding period 
last year, 

At the present rate of progress the 
trade of Canada for the present fiscal 
year Will consiterably exceed the rec- 
ord of &1,000,000,000 for the last fis- 
cal year. 

Imports of the Dominion on dutiable 
goods and free goods for July last 
amount to $58,928,000, an increase of 
over $2,000,000 over July 1912. 

For the four months ending July 
sasi, the imports were $225,887,000 
compared With £209,334,000 for the 
corresponding manths of 1912. 2 

The duty collected for the four 
months of- this fiscal period was $38.- 
531,000, compared with $35,990,000 
for the previous period of 1912. 

The exports of Canada show a heal- 
thy inerease. °° Agricultural products 
for July last:< were 811,497,000 as 
against $10,251:000 for July, 1912. 

For the four months of the present 
fiscal year the exporis of agricultural

This water power development in 
the very centre of Lhe Mississippi Val- 
ley, Where the states of Iowa, Hlinois 
and Missouri join, is the result of hard 
work for 40 years by the people there- 
abouts who finally were successful in 
inducing capital to attempt what for 
many years was considered impossible 
or unprofitable. The citizens of Keo- 
kuk and Hamilton, Ils., induced eon- 
eress to pass the franchise aet which 
President Roosevelt signed and then 
spent four years in trying to find the 
capital to build the $27,000,000 plant, 
after they discovered an engineer cap- 
able of constructing it. The work is 
looked upon by the people of that sec- 
tion as peculiarly their own, although 
they own none of the capital stock 
whieh was subscribed in New Eng- 
Jand, Canada, England, France — and 
Germany, 

Deep water navigation now is made 
possible for 65 miles up the Mississip- 
pi, including a streteh of river hither- 
to impassable exeept through a goy- 
ernment canal with three locks which 
cost? 850,000 to operate and is render-
